Sherbrooke, Quebec—Harry K. Thaw, 
cut short in his flight from the State 


Hospital for the Criminal Insane at 
N. Y., by arrest at the 
village of St. Hermenegilde de Gar- 
ford just over the international line 
from New Hampshire, has retained 
counsel to make a vigorous fight 
against being sent back to the United 
States.

A dart for liberty through 
an open gate, a dash into the open door 
of a powerful automobile that stood 
quivering outside and a flight like a 
rocket for the Connecticut state line, 
30 miles away, accomplished his escape. 

Beyond the state’s boundaries, Thaw 
is free. Only long—perhaps years—of 
litigation can bring him back, and then 
only in one event—that he be judged 
insane in the state te which he has fled. 

Howard H. Barnum, the attendant at 
the gale past which Thaw flashed in 
his break for freedom, is under arrest, 
and other arrests are expected to fol- 
low in the rigid investigation begun 
ty Dr. Keib, the superintendent. 

The shades were drawn in the dor- 
mituries and the inmates were getting 
their second sleep when Thaw left his 
room. He was fully dressed. The 
milkman’s cart was rumbling on the 
road outside as he walked through the 


storeroom and into the outer court or 
yard of the prison grounds. Barnum, 
sole attendant at the road gate, was 
pacing back and forth when Thaw 
closed the storeroom door behind him 
and apparently did not grasp the sig- 
nificance of Thaw’s carly rising. 

A six-cylinder touring car, black and 
60 horsepower, followed by a_ limoue 
sine, also black, loafed lazily along the 
road as the milkman drew near the 
gate. Thaw, standing a few feet 
away, apparently unconcerned, waited 
until Barnum unlocked the gate and 
swung it wide to let the milkman 
enter.

HINTS ON RENOVATION | 


WORTH TRYING BEFORE DISCARD. 
INQ DAMAGED MATERIAL. 


Restoring Plie of Old Velvet Is an 
Old Process Known to Many—Ex- 
cellent Cleaning Medium 
for Silk. 


The original pile of old velvet—as' 
every one knows—may be renewed by 
holding {t over the spout of a fast- 
boiling kettle, and, after laying it 
face upwards over a moderately hot 
fron, working up the pile with a long- 
bristled brush. If spotted or stained 
it is something helpful to dip a 
small spare piecé of the velvet in 
spirits of turpentine and rub it over 
the surface, using a fresh piece fre 


quently. 
The piece of raw potato peeled, 
well washed and then grated and 


steeped in cold water overnight, rep- 
resents an old-fashioned cleaning 
medium for:silk. Only the liquid 
was, however, used, which, after hav- 
{ng been strained and poured off the 
sediment, after an hour or two, was 
considered excellent for black or col- 
ored silks. Two potatoes to a pint: 
of water should make the required 
strength, while a sponge must be 
used instead of a flannel. After re 
peated rubbing, sponging with several 
changes of water will be necessary. 
Not only silk but cotton can be treat- 
ed with potato water, while it is ex- 
cellent for suitings of all kinds as 
well as friezes and serges. 

Spirits of turpentine will remove 
most spots from silk, although care 
must be taken to see that the dye is 
fast. It is a wise plan to experiment 


‘fn the first Instance on a spare piece 


of the fabric. Failing this, powdered 
French chalk, mixed to a mustard 
consistency with lavender’ water, 
should be rubbed into the stain, left 
till caked, and a hot fron—laid on a 
sheet of blotting paper—finally 
passed over the top. An ounce of es- 
sence of lemon and half an ounce of 
oll of turpentine represent an old- 
fashioned remedy for stained silks. 

Cashmere is always easily cleaned, 
and the spots removed if they are not 
of too long standing. A paste should 
be made of fullers’ earth and cold 
water and laid over the marks ff they 
do not yield to simple sponging with 
water to which a few drops of am- 
menia have been added. When dry 
the paste should be brushed off and 
the garment well shaken in the open 
alr, 

‘Wo remove grease spots on cotton 
materials take a lump of unpulver- 
ized magnesia, dip the end into boil- 
ing water and rub the stained surface 
briskly. Leave the paste to dry on 
the material, then brush off, and no 
mark will be visible. _ 

A mixture of one teaspoonful of 
black ink to a saltspoonful of liquid 
gum will do much to brighten a black 
straw {f rubbed well into the inter- 
stices of the plait with a hog-bristle 


| brush. 


White straws are best cleaned with 
a cut lemon dipped in sulphur and 
rubbed on the hat. This should be 
allowed to dry, and when it is rubbed 
off the straw will have regained its 
color.
